More Than a Third of Soldiers Assign 
Part’ Pay and About a Fourth 
Married 


.The modnthly* payments of assigned 
pay oF separation allowances to rela- 
tives or dependents of the men under 
arms now aggregate more than $2,000, 
000. More than 90,000 cheques are 
made out each month by the branch 
dealing with his part of the work. 
Over one-third. of the soldiers: who 
have enlisted are now giving part of 
their pay to friends or dependents at 
home and about one-quarter: of the to- 
tal force, representing approximately 
the married men, are on the list for 
separation allowances, It interest- 
ing to note that the proportion of the 
men who are assigning their pay is 
considerably larger among the  re- 
cruits of the past few months than 
was the case with the men who. went 
overseas at first.

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CULTIVATION TO KILL WEEDS 


Extra Work Pays For ‘Itself in Larg- 
, © et and Cleaner Crops 

One of the best methods of eradicat- 
~| ing weecs—a source of enormous loss 
to farmers—is as follows: Immediate- 
ly after the hay or grain harvest, 
plough the land very sliallowly witn ie 
a gang plough, turning a furrow two 
or three inches deep. Then put on a 
heavy land roller which will pack tue 
sod and thereby haston its decay: 
next use the disk and follow with the 
smoothing harrows. Should an...wevd 
growth appear, keep the disk and har- 
rows going at short intervals until 
the soil is well decayed. A cultivator 
with broad gd may then be us2d. 
The object is to Jestroy all weed 
growth until autumn, when the svil 
should be ploughéd thoroughly ana 
well set up to the winter's frost. 

On cach land it is best to sow some 
kind of hoed crop, such as roots, corn 
or potatoes, that requires constant 
hoeing and cultivation during the 
growing season. If ‘his method of cul- 
tivation is adhered to closely, it will 
bo found to be one of the est means 

) eradicating noxious weeds and also 
of preparing the soil for future crops. 
. Actual experiments have demon- 
strated that a much greater yield 
may be expected from land cultivated 
in the foregoing ‘manner as compare t 
v ‘th that secured from fields whizh 
have been left in sod and ploughed :n 
late autumn. In one instance, two 
four-acre plots we-e cropped with oats, 
fr-r purposes of comparison, and the 
plot which had been thoroughly culti- 
vated during tie autumn yielded 60 
bushels more than was secured from 
‘xe land not so cultiv. ed. The net. 
increase in reven: 3, after making due 
allowarce for cost of cultivation 
amounted to $14.00. 

A similar experiment was conducted 
with sugar beets on two plots—on> 
cultivated after harvest, the other 
spring-ploughed.
